Parent charges harassment 


Clash at 
Bancroft

n Andover mother who felt Ban- 
A: Elementary School admin- 
istrators didn’t keep her children 
safe from harassment by other students 
has filed a legal complaint against the 
school. 

Marie Gentz has requested an inves- 
tigation of the Bancroft School by the 
state Department of Education’s Office 
of Civil Rights. 

She says in her complaint that 
administrators and teachers discrimi- 
nated against her son and daughter in 
procedural rights, and that the school 
allowed her children “to be educated in 
a hostile environment in which they 
were verbally/physically abused by 
other students.” 

In March, Gentz took her son out of 
Bancroft and tutored him at home, per 
doctor’s orders, she says, because her 


son was not safe at school.

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Don’t sweat the small stuff — Author Michael Brower says it’s 
the big decisions, such as where to live, the size of the house 
and what we drive that really affect the environment. 


The way to clean up 


The next time a supermarket 
bagger asks “Paper or plastic?” 
don’t worry about your answer. 

When it comes to saving the 
environment, there are far more 
important decisions you can make. 

In a nutshell, that’s the message 
of a new book The Consumer's 
Guide to Effective Environmental 
Choices, by Andover resident 
Michael Brower, and Warren Leon. 

Drs. Brower and Leon say that 
even after numerous scientific 
studies, there is no _ clear-cut 
answer as to whether people 
should use paper or plastic bags, 
Styrofoam or paper cups, or dispos- 
able or cloth diapers. So, rather 
than waste one’s time on what may 
be marginal issues, Brower and 
Leon say people should focus their 
energy on reducing those few 
actions that have the greatest effect 
on the environment. — 

Their book offers short lists of 
“the most harmful consumer activ- 
ities.” and “priority actions for 
American consumers.” 

“The things that we do focus on 
in our book are so clearly damag- 


ing, there’s no question,” says 
Brower. 


because they don’t know if the 
choices they are making make a 
difference,” he says. “We hope to 
relieve some of this frustration.” 

Some of the things people can do 
include: 

¢ living somewhere that reduces 
the need to drive; 

¢ buying a fuel-efficient, low-pol- 
luting car; ; 

¢ eating less meat; 

* purchasing more organic food; 
and 

¢ reducing the costs of heating, 
lighting and using hot water in 
your home. 

“You don’t have to be a monk 
and live in a cave,” says Brower. 
“We have a sense of the changes 
most Americans are willing to do. 
With that in mind we try to focus 
people on what they can do.” 

In some cases, it’s surprising 


‘ what people can do to help the envi- 


ronment. For instance, some might 
figure that buying a microwave 
contributes to the polluting, con- 
sumer society. But Brower notes 
that because a microwave uses con- 
siderably iess energy to heat food 
than other options, it is good for the 
environment.

Similarly, it’s better to trash a 
10- or 15-year-old refrigerator or 
other appliance than to keep it, 
because new appliances are almost 
always significantly more efficient. 

But Brower says the three key 
decisions for all people interested 
in making an environmental dif- 
ference involve their choice in 
home, car and food. 

In Andover, it’s no different. 

Brower says he hasn’t studied 
the NESWC incinerator, Dracut 
power plant or sewer expansion 
issues enough to offer an opinion 
about the extent of their environ- 
mental impact. 

However, he has strong opin- 
ions about the types of new houses 
Andover people are choosing to 
buy. He says if people chose small- 
er houses closer to the services 
they need, they would significantly 
help the environment. 

“Andover is a classic example of

got 


a suburban community that’s 
encouraging a lot of car travel. 
There’s these developments that 
are cropping up all over the place 
that aren’t near any services. You 
have to drive to your work, or to 
shop, or to school,” he says. 

The plethora of new $600,000 
homes is another environmental 
problem. 

“There’s a tremendous amount 
of material that goes into a house 
that size,” he says. 

More timber is cut for construc- 
tion than for paper, and home con- 
struction is the most frequent type 
of construction, he says. 

Also, because it takes more 
energy to heat and light a larger 
house, Brower says choosing such 
a house means, “You’re commit- 
ting to a lifetime of more pollu- 
tion.” 

“Building a $600,000 home 
because you can and it looks good 
has huge implications for the envi- 
ronment in the long run, and 
you’re sending the wrong message 
to developers (about the type of 
homes they should build),” he says.

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The type of vehicle one 
chooses to drive — and the fre- 
quency one drives it — also has 
a large effect on the environ- 
ment, says Brower. 

Andover, like much of the 
country, is caught up in a move 
toward larger vehicles, particu- 
larly the more-polluting sport 
utility vehicles. Obviously, 
Brower says this is not a good 
environmental trend. 

“When you purchase a car 
that’s half again as big as you 
need, you’re committing your- 
self to that much more pollution 
and that much more global 
warming than you need,” he 
says. 

Even if one absolutely needs 
a larger car, the particular car 
one buys is environmentally 
important. Within any size 
class, there is a 50 percent range in fuel econo- 
my, says Brower. 

As for other machines, the pollution caused 
by swimming pool pumps, motorcycles, speed- 
boats and snowmobiles is not a large percent- 
age of overall pollution because so few people 
use them. However, because these machines 
are so bad for the environment, Brower says 
that individuals who cuts down on their use of 
them make a large change in the pollution they 
personally create.

alae: the authors believe that the way 
Americans raise and grow their food is causing 
environmental problems. 

“The average household produces about 1 
ton of trash per year,” says Brower. “Livestock 
in our country produce about 20 tons of manure 
per household per year.” 

But Brower says this isn’t to say that people 
should eat only pasta. 

“We don’t argue that people should never eat 
meat. But if you’re a heavy meat eater, maybe 
that’s another reason to cut back,” he says. 

And what’s a reasonable example of a meal 
that’s good for the environment? 

“A good meal that’s light on meat — maybe a 
little bit of chicken — and something that’s full 
of stuff we know is good for us anyway,” says 
Brower. 

In fact, this is a common theme in the book, 
says Brower. It seems what’s good for the indi- 
vidual’s health is often good for the environ- 
ment’s health, too.

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ConsCom to hear subdivision plan proposal tonight 


A plan to build 15 single-family 
homes on 44 acres between Route 133 
and Brown street is expected to come 
before the Conservation Commission 
Thursday. 

The hearing, originally scheduled 
for Tuesday, was rescheduled for 
today, Thursday, at 7:45 p.m., after 
the meeting date was incorrectly post- 
ed at Town Hall last week. It will be 
held in the third-floor conference 
room of the Town Offices. 

The plan, proposed by Berkeley 


Investments Inc. of Boston, includes 
three homes along 133, and two subdi- 
visions and access roads off of Brown 
Street, one with five homes and one 
with seven homes, according to 
Berkeley Vice President Phil Branni- 


gan. 

Berkeley Investments is also 
proposing a plan to build two office 
buildings in Tewksbury, on the 
Andover line next to the proposed 
subdivisions. 

The office building project was 


denied by the Tewksbury Conserva- 
tion Commission, a decision Berkeley 
is currently appealing through the 
Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion. That project, which was opposed 
by several: Tewksbury residents in 
the Ames Pond area, is not dependent 
on the subdivision project, Brannigan 
says. 

Brannigan says Berkeley worked 
with those residents and the Tewks- 
bury ConsCom to resolve wetland 
issues with the office development, a 


smaller version of a plan originally 
proposed in 1987. 

Berkeley also addressed issues 
with security, lighting, traffic and 
building size through meeting with 
residents. 

Voters at Andover’s Annual Town 
Meeting last week approved Article 
97, which gives selectmen the option 
to accept a grant of land along Route 
133 to create a turning lane if the sub- 
division is approved.

Town Meeting tune-up?

Selectmen say the two-week 
break between the second and 
third night of Town Meeting 
proved to be useful. Now, they 
may want to try a longer break. 
Three months after floating the 
idea of having two annual Town 
Meetings, selectmen voted Mon- 
day to have town officials create a 
Town Meeting model for discus- 
sion. The model would show what 
it would be like if Andover had 
two annual Town Meetings, one 
in the spring and one in the fall. 
Officials have said money arti- 
cles would still be in the spring, 
but street acceptances and zoning 
articles could be moved to the fall. 
Such a system was used in the 
1950s, says Moderator Jim Doher- 


ty. 

“It allowed for different people 
to show up at the different meet- 
ings,” says Doherty. “People who 
were interested in chasing the dol- 
lars and keeping their eyes on the 
taxes would show up in force dur- 
ing the spring. Of course, you still 
had your regulars who came to 
both. 

“There’s nothing wrong with 


the present general system that a— 


few things like this wouldn’t take 
care of,” he says. 

But not everyone agrees. 

Kenneth Buck, of Summer 
Street, told selectmen Monday he 
thinks the town has become too 
large for an open Town Meeting. 

“It was just pure chaos. It’s 
going to keep growing,” he says. 
“You cannot turn time back.” 

Other residents suggested the 
town should make more informa- 
tion available via the Internet, or 
consider using a representative 
Town Meeting. 

Selectman Larry Larsen, who 


. dream? What is the future?” says 


called for the two-town-meeting 
model to be created, says he 
thinks a study committee should 
look into other possibilities for 
government rule. 

John Hess disagrees. He was on 
the last Town Meeting study com- 
mittee, which brought about the 
presence of the ombudsman at 
Town Meeting. 

However, other than that addi- 
tion, former town manager 
Richard Bowen says the only 
improvement that came out of the 
study committee was putting a 
banner on Old Town Hall that 
announces Town Meeting. 

Bowen cautioned that if the 
town forms another such commit- 
tee, it should not waste its time 
with another half-hearted effort. 

While all the discussion about 
Town Meeting rages, Doherty 
maintains that eliminating Town 
Meeting is not the salve Andover 
needs. 

“The day that we give up the 
open Town Meeting, I think will 
be a sad day for the town,” says 
Doherty. “We had 1,800 the first 
night this year. We had 1,200 the 
second night. Then we got down to 
the third and fourth night and we 
still had 600 and 500 people.” 

For the most part, selectmen 
seem to favor keeping Town Meet- 
ing in some form. 

Even Larsen, while he is con- 
cerned that people are approving 
million-dollar projects so easily 
that they’ll run the elderly out of 
town, favors keeping Town Meet- 
ing. But he thinks it needs a tune- 
up.

Go public 
with the lease 


It’s hard to believe, but there’s a debate 
going on among selectmen about whether 
to make the proposed lease of Williams 
Hall public. 


Will Hall, you will recall, by vote of 
Town Meeting, is now the future home of 


the Andover Senior Center for at least the 
next 30 years. The town will lease it for $1 a 
year from Phillips Academy, after private 
donations fund about $4 million in renova- 
tions to the former dorm. 

In other words, the public is already 
aware of the financial part of the deal, 
which is the stuff that is usually kept secret 
until both sides have signed it. 

But there are other conditions that a rea- 
sonable person would think are significant, 
both to those who will be using the center 
and the town that will be managing it. 

One example: Phillips is requiring that 
no alcohol be served or consumed on the 
premises. 

Maybe that’s no big deal. Maybe local 
seniors have no interest in carousing, or 
even in a cocktail party at the center. Sure- 
ly we wouldn’t advocate bringing strong 
drink onto a high school campus. Surely 
the students wouldn’t know what to think 
if they saw their elders downing margari- 
tas. And surely voters wouldn’t have voted 
the whole thing down just because you 
can’t have a glass of wine at an evening 
event. 

Still, it would have been: nice to know 
that, for the next 30 years, the Andover 
Senior Center is going to be a “dry” zone. 
Especially since one of the selling points of 
Will Hall was that the building could be 
used for “community events,” like, say, 
mixers. 

And it' makes one wonder what other lit- 
tle surprises might be contained in a docu- 
ment that could eventually affect every- 
body in town who is 40 and older, or even 
younger, if it goes beyond 30 years. 

It also makes one wonder why anybody 
wants to keep the lease under wraps. Sure, 
there are times when it is legally necessary 
to conduct negotiations in secret — union 
contracts, employee disciplinary hearings, 
etc. 

But this is-none of those. This is just a 
building that is going to be fixed up to pro- 
vide programs and support services for 
elders in town. 

And — this is key — it is going to be run 
and maintained by the town, and the dol- 
lars for that operation and maintenance 
.will come from local taxpayers. 

Keeping the lease private serves no pur- 
pose other than to make everybody suspi- 
cious about what else might be in it. If it’s 
such a good deal for the town, let every- 
body. see what a good deal it is.

Clueless about kids, Columbine, whatever ...

In the wake of the shooting at 
Columbine High School in Littleton, 
Colo., there has been a lot of talk. 

After the worst episode of school vio- 
lence in American history, people are 
wondering - in print and out loud - how 
could such a tragedy happen? 

Some of the answers have been 
thoughtful. Some have been insightful. 

And some of the responses have been 
unintentionally hilarious. 

Exhibit A — Janet Reno, US attorney 
general, has teamed up with the popular 
rock band The Goo Goo Dolls, launching 
a campaign that MTV calls “Fight for 
Your Rights: Take a Stand Against Vio- 
lence.” A booklet gives young people 
ideas and resources to help put a stop to 
violence, plus a CD-ROM has hip music 
and educational material. It will be dis- 
tributed free to more than a ‘million 
American teenagers, according to MTV. 
The Music Television station worked 
with the Education and Justice depart- 
ments to create the booklets. 

Janet Reno and The Goo Goo Dolls... 
This might just be the most incongruous 
pairing since Alanis Morissette and

‘HAPPINESS IS A WARM GUN’ 

_ The two Littleton shooting suspects, 
Eric Harris, 18, and Dylan Klebold, 17, 
were students at Columbine High, part- 
timers at Blackjack Pizza, and self-pro- 
claimed outsiders, members of the 
Trenchcoat Mafia, a clique of about 30 or 
so kids who dressed in black clothes and 
military wear. Their school principal was 
unaware of the group. 

Harris and Klebold, who had two shot- 
guns, a rifle, a TEC-DC9 handgun and 
about 60 pipe bombs and explosives when 
they began the shooting spree on their 
classmates, were apparently on a suicide 
mission. They reportedly had endured 
the belittling and taunts of “popular” stu- 
dents for so long, that this was how they 
decided to observe Hitler's birthday, 
April 20. - 

The media has seized on their pen- 
chant for playing violent computer 
games, notably Doom. But after seeing 
the intricacy of the floor plans of 
Columbine High laid out in the news, I 
think they really meant the game Quake. 
(Doom, Quake. Whatever...) It's no coinci- 
dence, though, that both games have the 
same publisher, id Software. 

In Los Angeles last Thursday, the $6.3- 
billion video game industry met at its 
annual lovefest, the Electronic Entertain- 
ment Expo, or E3, trade show. Spokesmen 
for the shoot-em-up games attacked crit- 
ics who maintain that violent video and 
computer games were among the causes 
of the shooting rampage in Littleton.

In Washington, President Clinton last 
week asked the entertainment industry 
to stop and think before making violent 
video games and movies.

Stop trash 
misinformation 
Editor, Townsman: 

I am both a resident of the town of 
Andover and the project manager for the 
Air Emissions Control Project Facility 
Upgrade for the North Andover Waste-to- 
Energy Plant. As such, I am motivated to 
retire the debt for the facility quickly 
while encouraging the plant’s upgrade. 
There is no conflict here — both objec- 
tives make sense as responsible and 
responsive efforts on behalf of the com- 
munity. 

Unfortunately, activists opposed to 
the facility and the upgrade continue a. 


campaign of iedainformation that is with. 


out accountability and bereft of commu- 
nity benefit. This is evident in a recent 
Townsman letter that has introduced the 
story telling of Joan Kulash here in 
Andover — stories that replace fact with 
fiction and science with innuendo. Ms. 
Kulash seeks to frighten a new audience 
with the same poor tactics. 

The opponents’ principal claim — that 
the facility pollutes excessively — is tired 
and weak. But the response is the same: 
stop blocking progress, help upgrade the 
facility to meet the strictest environmen- 
tal standards, and let’s all make a clean 
plant even cleaner. Trash-to-energy plant 
safety, demonstrated worldwide through 


scores of studies, is =~ uestion. 
' fl ice 


These plants eliminate waste, produce 
clean power and protect public health 
and the environment. Opponents, on the 
other hand, often produce little more 
than noise. 

Another confused complaint: the cost 
of the facility is too high. The facts have 
been the same for 15 years: the state and 
local communities opted in 1988, and 
again in 1998, to retire all of the principal 
debt in the last five years of the contract 
instead of the usual (and more conserva- 
tive) period of 20-25 years. 

Once again, Pll remind Ms. Kulash, 
Wheelabrator had (and has) nothing to 
do with the structure of this deal. In fact, 
the company realizes no fee or profit 
from the payment by the communities to 


the bond trustee to retire the debt. 
Ms. Kulash knows that today’s plant 
costs result directly from the com- 
munities’ gamble that electricity 
prices would skyrocket. She knows 
this and continually chooses to 
ignore it. 

On another issue, we have repeat- 
edly explained in public that the 
facility was privately owned at the 
request of the communities who 
negotiated the original agreement, 
so that tax benefits then available 
could be made available to the com- 
munities. For 14 years, this special 
tax credit has been shared with the 
communities at approximately $8 
million per year. 

Finally, concerning the issue of 
site assignment, Ms. Kulash and 
other opponents also choose to disre- 
gard the fact that the facility is built 
on state-owned property and is oper- 
ated by a private company under 
long-term lease. For these and other 
reasons, the state issued a bona fide 
site assignment for the facility, a 
routine nationwide practice that 
lawfully supersedes the need for a 
local site assignment. 

The issues of history, science and 
law regarding this facility are clear. 
Now let’s also be just plain practical: 
the facility has been operating effec- 
tively, efficiently and in compliance 
with all of its permits since 1985. The 
Massachusetts DEP indicates that 
the state of Massachusetts has a seri- 
ous shortfall of disposal capacity — 
one that will require the export of a 
million tons of solid waste per year 
— even with current high levels of 
recycling. This is, at best, unfortu- 
nate. Actively opposing safe work- 
ing solutions to this problem, how- 
ever, is ignorant and irresponsible. 
The facts and the truth may be easy 
to hide for opponents; a million tons 
of trash is not. 

Let’s put aside the rhetoric and 
obstruction efforts of an environ- 
mentally desirable project and get 
on with the business at hand — pro- 
tecting the citizens and the future of 
the region.

ceived as the problem,” Fahey said about 
the meeting. “Kids aren’t consulted and 
they’re not asked to contribute to a solu- 
tion, so they’re not invested in what the 
adults ultimately decide.

who imagine, and then implement, pro- 
grams for kids. AYS programs have been 
widely successful, if you hadn’t noticed. 

@ Townspeople, with or without kids, 
can show they’re serious about investing 
in the community that kids here so desper- 


ately want to be a part of. Kids are tired of 
cliques. They need a place where they can 
be together, to have fun in a positive — not 
punitive - environment, and figure out 
who and what they want to become. 

It’s time to build them a youth center. 

For those of you who are relatively new 
to town, a proposal to build a youth center 
at Rec Park failed at Town Meeting several 
years ago when NIMBY forces under- 
mined the commitment of selectmen. 
Momentum for the proposal became lost in 
a sea of double-talk. 

But that was then; this is now. 

It’s a different time, and a lot of towns 
are at a crossroads. According to Fahey, 
when a young person today says there’s 
nothing to do in Andover, what he or she is 
really saying is ‘Please listen to me. Please 
don’t define me. Listen to me. I need to be 
empowered.’ 

Fahey says, “Young people can over- 
come a lot of things, but what they can’t 
overcome is losing their sense of self-” 

But before we start wondering just how 
such a tragedy could happen... 

It doesn’t have to happen here.

State finds Teacher of the Year at AHS 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

Now that David 
Lussier has _ spent 
- seven years teaching — 
the last four’ at 
Andover High School 
— he’ll be taking a year 
off next year to deliver 
speeches and run 
workshops around 
Massachusetts and 
other areas of the coun- 
try. He’ll also be chang- 
ing diapers. 

Lussier, 29, is one of 
the youngest teachers 
to be named Massachu- 
setts Teacher of the 
Year. His wife, an ele- 
mentary school teacher 
in New Hampshire, is 
expecting their first 
child in September. 

Andover High 
School English teacher 
Melissa Scheve, who 
team-teaches with 
Lussier, nominated 
him for the award. 
Department of Educa- 
tion 
David Driscoll says the 
selection is particular- 
ly noteworthy, given the 
number. of applicants. 
Lussier was chosen over 
more than 375 nominees, 
according to a Department of 
Education spokesperson. 

The Teacher of the Year is 
chosen by the chairman of 
the Department of Education 
by recommendation of an 
independent selection com- 
mittee. 

Lussier has taught AP U.S. 
History, World Civilizations 
and Modern European Histo- 
ry. He also team-teaches 
World Studies, an interdisci- 
plinary class in English and 
history. 

He served as curriculum 
chairman for American His- 
tory, and as faculty adviser 
for Washington Close-up, 
S.A.D.D., and the School 
Council. 

He is now going through a 
rigorous process to become 
certified by the National 
Board for Professional 
Teaching Standards, a status 
now held by only 18 teachers 
in the state, he says. 

Last summer he was one 
of 20 teachers in the country 
to win a National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities

Summer Institute grant to 
take a special class in envi- 
ronmental history. 

The intensive class gave 
him a unique perspective to 
bring back to the classroom, 
Lussier says. 

He believes his willing- 
ness to take risks and try 
new things, and his experi- 
ence in team-teaching, are 
what distinguishes him from 
other teachers, but he’s quick 
to stress that he believes his 
job as Teacher of the Year is 
to represent and _ inspire 
other teachers. 

“Tt doesn’t mean I'm the 
best teacher in the state. It 
means I represent the best in 
what we have to offer in edu- 
cation today,” Lussier says. 

His aspirations as a 
teacher-in-training were 
quickly dashed on his first 
day in the classroom, Lussier 
says. He imagined delivering 
profound lectures and being 
carried out of the classroom 
on student’s shoulders, he 
says. 

“That lasted about 30 sec- 
onds. I used to want to be a 
great teacher of history. Now 
I want to be a great teacher of 
students,” he says. 

Principal Larry Robinson 


says Lussier’s 
work as a team- 
teacher is excep- 
tional. 

“He is the best 
example of a team- 
teacher. It teaches 
kids how partner- 
ship works, which 
is difficult for 
them to learn,” he 
says. 

He called 
Lussier’s enthusi- 
asm for teaching 
“contagious,” and 
noted that Lussier 
reminded him of a 
former teacher of 
the year who once 
worked under him 
in Lexington. 

Lussier praised 
colleagues and 
administrators for 
their support in 
his style of teach-

Working with another 
teacher when one first enters 
teaching is key, he says and 
also advocates mentoring for 
young teachers. 

While Lussier takes a sab- 
batical next year to consult 
and discuss education 
around the state, the state 
pays Andover for a tempo- 
rary replacement, but find- 
ing and keeping the best 
teachers is becoming more 
and more difficult for school 
systems, Lussier says. 

A significant number of 
teachers leave teaching with- 
in the first five years, Lussier 
says, a problem he believes 
would be solved with a men-

(Continued from page | 1) 
fight, Robinson says 

“Racism and other types of discrimination 
are always issues. They exist in any school, but 
I'm pleased to see that students have taken the 
lead to raise awareness,” he says. 

Senior Kristina Lord, originally from Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., says she was surprised at the amount 
of racially related comments she heard when 
she first arrived in Andover. 

“T never noticed anything outrageous or bla- 
tant,” Lord says, but she attributes the com- . 
ments purely to ignorance. 

“And no one took action,” she says, citing 
her reasons for working on the campaign with 
Rosario. 

Rosario, who saw the fight take place, says 
she doesn’t defend any throwing of punches, 
but was upset to hear that the student who 
made a degrading comment was not immedi- 
ately disciplined for it, while the student who 
threw a punch was suspended. 

“TI feel like the issue is settled, but I’m not so 
sure if he would have gotten in trouble if we 
didn’t make a big deal out of it,” Rosario says. 

Sophomore Melissa Hylton, who joined 
Rosario and other students in the Ribbons cam- 
paign, says she felt it was important for stu- 
dents to be more aware of the effects of racism. 

It starts out as jokes, but it’s going to esca- 
late,” she says. 

Freshman Natalia Tsai says students need to 
act because no town is safe from racism. 

“To ignore it only makes it worse,” she says. 

Freshman Katie Doherty says it’s a more 
prevalent problem than people think. 

“They want to pretend (racism) doesn’t 
exist, that the high school is safe (from it), but 
it’s not,” she says. 

History teacher Erika Gasser who helped 
Rosario organize “Ribbons for Racism,” says 
she doesn’t hear evidence of racism in the 
classroom, but doesn’t assume it’s not present. 

“It doesn’t happen in front of us, but I worry 
about an undercurrent of racism,” she says. 

“People don’t realize that the damage from 
words can last a lot longer than physical dam- 
age,” she says. “I hope we can start a conversa- 
tion,” she says. 

Other teachers and students involved in the 
initial conversation include physics teacher 
Dr. Ron Francis, fine arts teacher Dolores Dun- 
ning, English teacher Melissa Scheve, and for- ~ 
eign language teacher Janice Fitzgibbons, who 
also works with Andover High School’s anti- 
racism program “Project Teamwork.” 

Rosario agrees that the conversational 
approach is better than a reaction, and is con- 
sidering holding an assembly or forum on the 
issue. 

“We're not here to argue. We’re here to learn 
and have fun and graduate and go to college,” 
she says.

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Power plant politics:

Andover residents and environmen- 
tal activists told the state what they 
have been telling everybody who will 
listen for the past several months: 
They don’t think a natural gas power 
plant proposed in Dracut will be safe 
for the environment. 

Representatives of Constellation 
Power Co., which hopes to build the 
Nickel Hill Energy project, a 750-watt 
gas-fired power plant at the Brox prop- 
erty in Dracut, made a presentation at 
a public hearing last week before the 
state Energy Facilities Siting Board 
(EFSB) at Dracut High School. 

But more than 100 area residents of 
the area communities including 
Andover, Lawrence, Dracut and 
Methuen attended the hearing. And 
more than 40 signed up to speak:on the 
issue. 

Area legislators encouraged the 
board to carefully examine environ- 
mental impact of the plant before issu- 
ing a decision. 

State Sen. James Jajuga, represent- 
ing Methuen and five other Merrimack 
Valley towns, echoed the concerns of 
many residents in citing possible noise 
pollution, the large amount of water 
the plant would use daily, dangers of 
truck traffic and the pollutants emitted 
from the plant. 

State Sen. Sue Tucker, who repre- 
sents Andover and Dracut, said the 
permitting process for the plant has 
been portrayed as a battle between 
Andover and Dracut, and encouraged 
residents from those towns to consider 
what they have in common. “We don’t 
suddenly breathe different air,” cross- 
ing town lines, Tucker said. 

Several Andover residents spoke 
against the project including members 
of the MVRE (Merrimack Valley Resi- 
dents for the Environment and 
Andover Director of Public Health 
Everett Penney. 

Penney declined to speak during the 
time allotted to state and town offi- 
cials, speaking instead as a resident of 
Dracut.

He was particularly 
critical of the effective- 
ness of state regula- 
tions. 

“People say the stan- 
dards are there to pro- 
tect people, but the fact 
is, they haven’t for the 
last 20 years,” Penney 
said, citing reports that 
he said show the Merri- 
mack Valley has 
unique health problems 
due to air pollution, 
such as increased rates 
of cancer and respirato- 
ry disease. 

Dracut selectmen 
declined to speak, but 
issued a statement say- 
ing town officials voted, 
as did town officials in 
Andover, to apply to the 
EFSB for intervener 
status. . 

In a recent Dracut town election, 
voters said they thought the town 
should not require a special permit 
just for power plants (by a vote of 3,960 
to 1,077). Voters were also asked if the 
town should change zoning laws to 
prohibit a power plant from being 
located anywhere in Dracut. That was 
rejected 3,321-1,721, according to the 
statement. 

Dracut stands to gain $70 million in 
taxes over 20 years, plus other econom- 
ic benefits. 

Tucker eye the board to 
make sure that if the project is built, 
that its the safest, cleanest, most quiet 
plant possible. 

“We look to you to hold Constella- 
tion’s feet to the fire,” Tucker told 
members of the siting board. 

Tucker said she has researched the 
issue for months, and is concerned 
about the validity of a lot of informa- 
tion about the project. 

“I hear a lot of contradictory infor- 
mation,” she said.

power plant “will pro- 
vide a reliable energy supply with min- 
imum impact on the environment at 
the lowest possible cost.” 

Parties filing for intervener status 
must file a written petition by Wednes- 
day, May 26. 

The siting board process, which can 
take up to a year, has five stages: 

- A public hearing, which was held 
last week, where the developer 
responds to written questions; 

- Evidentiary hearings, where wit- 
nesses are questioned under oath by 
EFSB staff, the developer, and any 
interveners, in a process that resem- 
bles a hearing in a court of law; 

- Filing of briefs where the develop- 
er and interveners provide written 
arguments as to why the evidence indi- 
cates that the proposed project should 
not be approved; 

- A tentative decision is issued three 
to four months after briefs are submit- 
ted; and 

- After a short comment period, the 
board meets in public to vote on 
whether to accept the tentative deci- 
sion. The final decision reflects any 
changes made by the siting board. 


Students at Doherty Middle School were called to an 
assembly yesterday, Wednesday, so administrators could 
allay fears about threats of violence in the school. 

According to Assistant Principal Bruce Maki, a student 
reported nearly two weeks ago that she saw a note written 
Jon a girls’ bathroom door, “that there would be a problem 
on June 8.” 

Some students who felt threatened told administrators, 
so they scheduled an assembly to dispel rumors and allay 
fears, Maki says. 

“A rumor started that there was a bomb threat, and 
given recent times and events, our concern was that the 
kids were worried,” he says. 

_ Some parents also heard. about the threats. One mother - . 


called the Townsman to say she was not certain there was 
any real danger to students, but that she felt administra- 
tors should have at least contacted parents to let them 
know. 

“My daughter is afraid to go to school that day,” she said. 

Maki says school officials do not think the threat is seri-} 
ous, or that there is any danger to students. He also said 
local police have not been involved, as they were in investi- 
gating alleged threats at West Middle School a couple of 
weeks ago. 

Maki says no one is sure who was responsible for writ- 
ing the note on the bathroom door, but he hopes talking 
about it in the assembly would calm the fears of students.

She looked at us, then her eyes filled with 
tears. Once, twice, she tried to speak, but 
her voice caught and she was unable to 
do so. 

Thai asked her, in Vietnamese, what 
was wrong. She had never guided Ameri- 
cans through the monument, she told 
him, wiping at her eyes. She was sorry, 
but she simply couldn’t do it. She had no 
problem with Australians, or with Eng- 
lish, but — Americans. She wept openly 
now, hard, saying she was very SOoITy. 
Thai interpreted her words for us, and 
told her that we understood. 

He told us that she was too young to 
have been around during the My Lai 
massacre; she had, in fact, been born six 
years later. But she was from the region, 
and emotions ran deep here, where 
Americans were concerned. 

So we were left to tour alone, to roam 
the grounds and read the plaques and 
signs. Everything was in English as well 
as Vietnamese, so there was no other 
explanation necessary. The site of each 
home bore a sign giving the name of 
those members of the family who were 
killed, and there was a long trench in the 
grassy earth to commemorate more than 
100 townspeople who had been herded 
into a ditch and shot to death. 

Pieces of sculpture were set here and 
there on the grounds. They were tasteful- 
ly rendered human figures, cubic, their 
faces filled with anguish. The largest 
work, which dominated the somber and 
now peaceful grounds, was a Pieta-like 
statue of a woman standing amid injured 
villagers, a dying baby on her left arm, 
her right fist raised to the sky. It was a 
stark, angular piece, its stony surface 
rough-cut, designed to remind us that 
most of the victims were women, chil- 
dren and the aged. 

I wandered into the museum building. 
It housed a display of black- and-white 
photographs taken before and during the 
massacre. They had been snapped by an 
Army photographer who was traveling 
with the company, and they brought 
tears to my eyes — pictures of living fam- 
ilies, then of the ruined bodies of the 
same people. 

There were also shots of a few Ameri- 
cans considered “heroes” — the soldier 
who had shot himself in the foot to avoid 
being drawn into the madness, the heli- 
copter pilot who saved some of those 
under attack. And there were pictures of 
the Americans who came to inspect the 
site, and those whose testimony brought 
the massacre into the public eye. 

Artifacts from the village lay in glass 
display cases near the photos — carved 
eating utensils and toys, clay dishes — I 
was surprised by how primitive, how 
nearly prehistoric, they were. 

The terror that these people must have 
felt, when the tall soldiers marched 
through the simplicity of their village 
and turned their lives upside-down. The 
- lack of comprehension, the horrible won- 
der at the weapons and the helicopters; 
the dawning understanding and panic of 
their own deaths. How, indeed, could a 25- 
year-old woman who had internalized all 
this, seen these pictures and lived close to 
some who had lost their loved ones here, 
guide Americans through this memorial?

show that most of the victims were women and children. 


O’Neill visited an orphanage outside Hue, 


where Sue had volunteered on her day off. “Yes, they gave you a day 
off from the war,” she says, adding that she was pleased to see the 
orphanage was in “much better condition than when I worked there.” 


Certainly, there were the odd bits of 
strident propaganda in the picture cut- 
lines; and yes, they were arranged to 
inflame outrage — but had the museum 
contained only the photos without expla- 
nations, it would have been enough. 

The monument in its entirety succeed- 
ed in doing well what a more complicat- 
ed, sophisticated memorial would have 
done 


less effectively, if at all. It gave the vic- 


tims their names. They died because 


those who killed them could consider 

them less than human; now, it is their 

human dignity that remains to impress.

Getting there had been much less 
solemn and dignified. Earlier, about 10 

miles out of Hoi An, I had found myself 
coated like a mud wrestler from 
head to toe with gritty red glop. The 
rain that had begun falling in 
earnest 15 minutes earlier, right

had dried up as quickly as it had 
come — but not, unfortunately, 
from the mire that used to be the 
highway. Both my bike and I were 
a hopeless mess. 
This was not quite what I had 
expected a week ago, when my 
husband and I had so optimisti- 
cally pulled our bikes out of their 
shipping crates in the courtyard 
of a Hanoi hotel. We had come 
back to Vietnam after 30 years to 
see the country — really see it — 
something we hadn’t been able 
to do freely back in 1970 when 
we were stationed here in the 
same Army hospital. 
We had signed up to bike the 
country with 21 other game

company that promised tour 


support, good hotels and fine food, 
because we both felt the best way to see it 
would be from our bicycles. 

I had expected exotic scenery; I had 
expected a cultural experience that was 
different from the byways of eastern 
Massachusetts. Being a realist, I had also 
expected a bit of rain, a bit of road repair. 
Perhaps even a bit of chaos. 

But I hadn’t expected all this to con- 
verge at once. And I certainly hadn't 
expected the cow. 

It was a young bull, actually. A boy 
was driving it across the road with two 
other beasts to a market in the tiny town 
of Tam Ky. Perhaps the poor little bull 
realized what he was in for and he pan- 
icked, or maybe he got spooked by the 
moto that cut him off or the cyclist with 
the chickens in her basket who came a 
touch too close to his flank. Or it could 
have been the local bus — one of those 
red-and-yellow clunkers piled high with 
passengers, bikes, caged animals and pot- 
ted orange trees. 

In any event, the hamlet was too busy 
for the bull, who ran off, zigging into my 
path. Luckily, my brakes weren’t covered 
in mud ... yet. 

I stopped in time — barely — swerving 
but managing by some miracle to stay 
upright. Perhaps the near-miss caused a 
cosmic ripple, which made the gathering 
clouds let go. Abruptly. 

We had ridden through rain before. In 
fact, two days earlier, while biking over 
the infamous Hai Van Pass from Hue to 
the lovely city of Hoi An, we had been 
thoroughly soaked by a sudden monsoon 
downpour. 

But that was then — that was up 
north, where the weather was supposed 
to be wet. Now, we were on the dry side of 
the mountains — or so our guides had 
told us. We had a day off and my shoes, 
after airing on the buggy little balcony of 
our hotel, had actually dried out. 

Now, suddenly, they weren’t. I thought 
about the $1 poncho I'd bought in Hue, 
which I had stuffed into my bike bag; I 
had been drenched before I could get to it. 


Highway One undone 

Then, after another mile, I hit road 
construction. I already knew what road 
construction could mean in Vietnam. I 
had experienced it a couple of times. 
Once, near Hanoi, road construction had 
meant a miniature bulldozer, flattening 
stone into one lane of highway while traf- 
fic used the other. A second time, outside 
Hue, road construction had meant three 
men sitting on the broken pavement, 
dressed in nothing but white shorts that 
looked like loincloths, whacking big 
rocks into smaller pieces with ballpeen 
hammers. 

But this, this was ROAD CONSTRUC- 
TION. The road ended. It simply ended, 
and Highway One — the biggest, widest, 
busiest thoroughfare in Vietnam — 
became an oozing lake of semi-liquid red 
clay, flanked by dump trucks that had 
been arranged to cut traffic flow to a 
sticky dribble. Buses, trucks, motos, 
bikes — we sloshed and bumped over the 
quarter-mile breach, fighting each other 
for what was left of the sorry, slimy earth- 
en road bed. I emerged, at last, caked with 
muck. And by that time the rain had 
ceased, refusing to clean up its own mess. 

I continued another five miles or so

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Phillips Academy named Service-Learning Leader School

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Nearly 400 students at PA work with 
up to 40 agencies in any given semes- 
ter, for extracurricular credit. The stu- 
dents are expected to develop leader- 
ship and _ decision-making _ skills 
through the school’s Student Leader- 
ship Program. 

PA also integrates student services 
into its academic courses, bringing 
classes to areas of need to illustrate its 
teaching. This semester, the school 
offers a course called Hispanics in the 
United States, which teaches students 
about immigration, cultural identity, 
immersion and other challenges immi- 
grants face. 

The class then goes once a week to 
different cultural centers in the sur- 
rounding communities, to help those 
facing such challenges. 

The Phillips Academy/Leonard 
School (PALS) partnership began 10 
years ago, and brings student volun- 
teers from PA and Andover High to the 
Leonard School to tutor sixth-, sev- 
enth- and eighth-graders twice a week. 
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During the summer, middle school stu- 
dents from the Leonard School take 
part in an intensive academic program 
in reading, writing, vocabulary and 
computer skills at the PA campus. The 
program was started by Patricia Karl, 
now director of the Lawrence Family 
Development Charter School. 

Thomas Cone, current director of 
PALS, calls the program a “win-win” 
for both the Andover and Lawrence 
students. 

For the Lawrence students, it pro- 
vides those that are motivated with 
educational enrichment. “This is not 
remedial,” he says. “It is enrichment,” 
and by placing them with other stu- 
dents they admire, helps them to real- 
ize their academic potential. 

Students from PALS consistently go 
through high school in the “top acade- 
mic track,” he says, and then on to col- 
lege. 

For the Andover students, it is a 
chance to learn how to be an example 
and a teacher to students who don’t 


have the same opportunities. 

“It’s a program that could be cloned 
anywhere,” he says. 

In a letter from the Corporation for 
National Service, Chief Executive Offi- 
cer Harris Wofford wrote, “The 
National Service-Learning Leader 
Schools Program is not simply an 
awards program. The schools being 
honored will be active winners, assist- 
ing other schools and contributing to 
the advancement of service-learning 
throughout the country. They will 
serve as models for other schools. They 
will lead, mentor and coach by sharing 
materials, making presentations, or 
participating in per exchanges.” 

Meehan has visited schools in the 
Merrimack Valley to learn about out- 
standing after-school programs and 
advocate for increased funding for 
these programs. 

A Congressional reception for 
leader school delegations from across 
the country will be held Thursday, 
June 24, in Washington, D.C.

who helped her and called police: 

The robber is described as a 
“plump,”  5-foot-2-inch, _light- 
skinned Hispanic woman with 
dark, shoulder-length hair. The 
hair was tied in the back at the 
time of the robbery. 

Police say Leistikow had not 
seen the woman previously, and 
that there have not been any 
other reports of robbery in the 
area. 

“We're investigating every 
angle and wondering if anybody 
saw someone like this,” says Pat- 
tullo, motioning to a computer 
composite of the woman.

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down the road, toward our designated ren- 
dezvous place, passing work-a-day bikers riding 
double on sturdy Chinese no-speeds, waving to 
whole families on little Honda motos, trading 
‘hellos” with kids at the roadside, ignoring 
their raised eyebrows and giggles. My brakes 
ground ominously; my chain moaned when I 
forced it to move. And whenever I smiled, I 
could feel grit between my teeth. 

I could see our stopping point before the 
buses: themselves loomed into view; as was 
always the case, children had swarmed the rest 
area like little beasts at a watering hole. They 
laughed and pointed at my filthy clothes and 
legs and made wry faces. I, typical American, 
rewarded them for their rudeness by giving 
away an entire roll of stickers and my last few 
remaining colored pencils before I even dis- 
mounted. They swarmed me — jostling, poking, 
picking at the mud clots on my arms, vying for 
position; most already clutched balloons and 
pens from those who'd made it in earlier. 


The gang’s all here 

Indeed, most of my gang was already there. 
We were a motley crew, aged 31 to 67, men and 
women, veterans and newbies, and we constant- 
ly formed and reformed into sub-groups as we 
rode, according to the pace we happened to be 
keeping at the time. 

I saw one of my frequent biking companions, 
Russell, handing out hotel freebies — tooth- 
brushes, combs, miniature shampoos, soap and 
the like. He told me that yesterday, at one of our 
stops, he had given one kid an emery board. The 
child hadn’t a clue how to use it, so Russell 
showed him. Then everybody wanted an emery 
board. Create a demand, then satisfy it: I told 
him he should have been in advertising. 

I pushed through the crowd to the bus, where 
I found another guy, Dodie, hanging with both 
hands onto its metal hood ornament. He had 
injured his back a few days before, in an unfor- 
tunate encounter with a hotel masseuse, and 
had been riding the bus all morning. He looked 
to be in pain, but smiled — rather too toothily, I 
thought. “As long as I got something to hold on 
to, ’'m just fine,” he said. 

Bill, a retired doctor in his 60s, pulled in on 
his recumbent bike, one of those low-slung oddi- 
ties. Its height made him hard to spot from a 
truck driver’s perspective, and put him at a 
worse level than the rest of us for exhaust 
fumes. Who said biking was healthy? 

Being low to the ground also put him more 
squarely in the mud, so he looked even worse 
than I did. A real trooper, Bill. 

One by one, we handed our bicycles — grub- 
by as they were — to the Vietnamese Discover 
Vietnam crew to be stashed in the bike bus. 
That night, we were to stay to Qui Nhon. Our 
muddy trek from: Hoi An to the water stop had 
totaled 44 miles; Qui Nhon was another 150 
miles down the road — too far for even the most 
confirmed gear-head (which none of us was) to 
bike. So we boarded the company’s second bus 
and rolled away in fine AARP style. 

I rubbed the dried dirt from my grubby arms 
and pulled a comb through my hair to dislodge 
the mud clots. We were taking a side trip to My 
Lai, and I felt rather badly about showing up at 
a solemn monument in my spandex riding gear, 
but all my other clothes were packed in a suit- 
case in the back of the bike bus. So I dry- 
scrubbed most of the caked clay from my jacket, 
which had been tied around my waist, and put it 
on to cover all the nasty stretchables. 

On the road leading to Son My, the site of the 
massacre, stood the entrance arch to the old US

’ military base at Chu Lai. I stared out the win- 
dow, craning my neck to catch sight beyond it of 
some remnant of the Chu Lai 27th Surgical Hos- 
pital, one of my duty stations during the war. 
Other than the arch, however, nothing seemed 
to remain to suggest that there had been a mili- 
tary post. The hillocks, sand, dune grass, the ter- 
rain itself — the setting looked familiar, but 
there was no “there” there. 


Help for a hospital 
Following the wrenching visit to My Lai, five 
of us jostled down the road in the DV mini van 
to deliver the drugs we’d brought for a hospital 
in Bong Son. The institution had been another 
vet’s pet project; he had been unable to come 
this year, so Jack and Kim — a doctor — 
brought antibiotics, and Hans, who is the orga- 
nizer and leader of Discover Vietnam, brought 
varied drugs provided by a pharmacist friend. 
Paul and I came bearing aspirin and other over- 
the-counter goods from a medical distributor 
that supplies the hospitals his alliance serves. 

The deputy director of the big, white, dreary 
box of a building showed us into a room that 
might have been the pharmacy — it had two 
floor-to-ceiling, wardrobe-type lockers that were 
padlocked. Three doctors joined us, and the 
deputy director treated us all to bottled water. 

Although we had together brought a fair 
amount of supplies, it was a large hospital, and 
what we gave to them seemed a drop in the 
bucket. One of the doctors, an ophthalmologist, 
said he lacked instruments for his operations. 

I thought of how difficult it is to make equip- 
ment donations. Even the simple things — ban- 
dages, operating room clamps and the like — 
rather than CAT scan technology. To send them 
would mean worrying about whether they 
would reach their destination, and whether the 
hospital would be taxed into impotence if it 
attempted to claim them. To hand-carry the 
large quantities needed here would require 
more luggage than most airlines allow. 

It was dark when our buses rolled into the 
Seagull Hotel in Qui Nhon. It was a decent 
place, relatively clean, the room larger and 
more well-appointed than what we had in Hoi 
An, but less luxurious than Hue’s beautiful 
Saigon Morin. The bathroom was its own show- 
er — drain on the floor, little nook for the toilet, 
water heater next to the shower spout, with its 
electrical switch directly in the line of the spray. 
There was a sort of window/vent above the toi- 
let, a pattern of gaps high up in the wall that 
communicated directly with the hallway. 
Across from us, Kim and Jack’s room had the 
same configuration; if we had wanted to, we 
could have sat on our respective toilets and held 
conversations without opening our doors. 

We cleaned up hastily and repaired to the 
restaurant downstairs. In the big room, stuffed 
and mounted animals stared mournfully from 
every nook and cranny, as if they were looking 
for handouts. Over a fine dinner of seafood and 
the ever-present egg rolls, Paul told us that he 
had gotten his first push-off during the morn- 
ing’s ride. 

Men stand at the doors in buses; they lean 
out and push bikers away when the bus pulls in 
for a stop. “He just put his hand on my shoulder 
and smiled and pushed,” Paul told us at dinner. 
“We both knew it was coming, so I didn’t fall. 
Then the bus made a sharp pull to the right to 
leave people off — it would’ve hit me, so it was a 
good thing he did it.” 

After dinner, we stepped out onto the hotel’s 
back deck. Somewhere out there, not far away, 
the sea lapped at the shore; we could hear it, but 
it was too dark to see anything. 

So we went back upstairs, to rest up for the 
next day’s ride to Tuy Hoa. A long ride, nearly 
80 miles. 
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Guess what I bought?

His story: An off the wall dancing dream

John Bausemer was always a 
painfully shy kid. Then, dancing 
changed his life. 

Now, the 1998 Andover High School 
graduate will dance anytime, any- 
place, frequently with a crowd of peo- 
ple circled around him. 

Bausemer says his moves have 
caused cooks to burn their food, 
choreographers to marvel and world- 
renowned entertainment businesses 
to throw jobs, well, at his feet. 

In fact, thanks to his uniquely tal- 
ented toes Bausemer, 18, says he’ll 
soon be dancing in Disney World. 
Mickey is slipping him a nice salary, 
his own condo, and a free ride to col- 
lege in exchange for showing his fleet 
feet. 

That offer came after Bausemer 
danced at Disney’s Pleasure Island, a 
nighttime area for adults filled with 
dance clubs, he says. 

Bausemer says a Michael Jackson 
song came on at one of the clubs. A 


-dangerous Michael Jackson fan who 


wore a Jackson T-shirt during the 
Townsman interview, Bausemer 
began breaking out his Michael-like 
moves. 

“The next thing I knew,” he says, 
“the entire club was circled around 
me.” 

Later, Jackson’s The Way You 
Make Me Feel video was shown on a 
screen in front of a roped-off stage. 

Bausemer was dared to hop onto 
the stage and dance to it. He did, and 
the crowd loved it. 

But Bausemer wasn’t so sure what 
the Disney employees rushing toward 
him thought. 

“As soon as I walked off, people 
came running up to me and I thought

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they wanted to kick me out because I 
jumped the fence,” says Bausemer. 
“But they were talent scouts.” 

The scouts offered him the condo, 
salary and college tuition if he’d 
dance at Disney World. 

“My parents don’t have to worry 
about paying for a thing,” says Bause- 


mer, who plans to be a performing 
arts major at a Florida college. 

But the Disney experience was not 
the first — or last — time the Mas- 
sachusetts Michael impressed with 
his feet. Bausemer was one of only 40 
people out of 850 to be called back for a 
spot in the Broadway show Footloose. 

Although Bausemer did not get the 
one part available, choreographer 
A.C. Ciulla asked for his phone num- 
ber. 

“He said, ‘You’re a fantastic 
dancer. I can’t believe you’ve never 
taken a dance lesson in your life,’” 
says Bausemer. 

At the Motown Cafe in New York 
City, the wait staff and cooks become 
so interested in watching Bausemer 
dance, the manager had to shut off the 
music to get people back to preparing 
and delivering meals, he says. 

Asked if he’s a natural, Bausemer 
thinks about the question for a 
moment. 

“Everybody says I’m a natural,” he 
says. “I did get good pretty fast. I 
guess I am a natural because I just 
found what I could do. Everybody has 
that one thing they can do, and this is 
it for me and I found it. Thank God.” 

From talking with Bausemer, you 
get the feeling dancing — and, believe 
it or not, Michael Jackson — actually 
changed his life. He even knows exact- 
ly when his life changed. 

He says he’s been dancing “ever 
since Oct. 10, 1992, when I saw (Jack- 
son’s) Dangerous tour on HBO.” 

“T asked my Dad, ‘Why are you tap- 
ing this? It’s Michael Jackson. Who 
cares?” says Bausemer. “Now it turns 
out that tape is my prize possession, 
because that’s how I learned to dance.

From May 8 to July 31 the Addison Gallery 
of American Art presents Peter Sekaer: 
American Pictures. 

The exhibition, organized in association 
with the Howard Greenberg Gallery in New 
York, is the first American museum exhibition 
of this social documentary photographer of the 
1930s and 1940s. Like many of his contempo- 
raries, Sekaer sought to capture the real world 
with photographs that combined artistic 
expression with a personal commitment to 


Moving images - Sekaer captured both 
people and places across America. 
Born in Copenhagen, Denmark in 1901, 

Sekaer came to New York in 1918 to seek free- 

dom and opportunity. By 1922, he had a reputa- 

tion as a master sign painter, and had his own 
successful business producing posters. Several 
years later he began to take classes at The Art 

Student’s League. Sekaer soon became 

acquainted with Ben Shahn, who may have 

been the one to introduce him to photography 
and who later introduced him to Walker 

Evans. 

After 1933, he devoted himself exclusively to

African sculpture collection. In 1936, Sekaer 
accompanied Evans, who was hired by the 
Resettlement Administration (RA, later to 
become the FSA) on a photographic journey 
throughout the South, often shooting the same 
subject. 

The Addison has in its collection a valuable 
record of Sekaer’s and Evans’s southern jour- 
ney in the form of a group of scrapbook pages 
containing more than 500 contact prints made 
by Sekaer. These pages, along with a small 
selection of Evans photographs from this trip, 
are included in the exhibition. 

The comparison of each photographer’s 
work makes clear the difference between 
Sekaer's vision and ideas and those of Evans, 
whose cool, detached and more formal images 
contrast with Sekaer’s more human-related, 
warm and poignant style. Sekaer sought to 
capture people in their cultural environments, 
showing their strength, humanity and nobili- 
ty. In his pictures, he also demonstrated his 
strength as a graphic artist, which could be 
attributed to his years of training as a sign 
painter. 

From 1936 to 1942 Sekaer became a profes- 
sional photographer, and was hired by the fed- 
eral government agency, the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration (REA), and later became 
the head of the REA’s graphic department. 

In 1988, the REA sent Sekaer to the United 
States Housing Authority (USHA). The pho- 
tographs Sekaer made for the USHA, an agen- 
cy primarily concerned with the removal of 
city slums and sponsorship of public urban 
housing, reveal his continued interest in the 
richness of human experience and environ- 
ment. Transferred again in 1940, Sekaer pho- 
tographed Navajo and Pueblo Indians for the 
Office of Indian Affairs. 

That same year, he worked as photographic 
researcher and still photographer for the REA 
film Power and the Land. 

After 1942, he continued working for other 
federal agencies photographing briefly for the 
Office of War Information (OWI), and the 
American Red Cross - agencies whose propa- 
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commitment, team play,

Black and white — Sekaer’s 
images detailed an era. 
gandistic agendas conflicted with 
his own, and limited his freedom 
in artistic expression. Continually 
frustrated by this, Sekaer left 
Washington, D.C. for New York, 
where he freelanced for several 
years, doing fashion and editorial 
assignments, until he died of a 
heart attack at the age of 49 in 

1950. 

Although Sekaer’s photographs 
were widely published and exhib- 
ited during his lifetime, his work 
largely became forgotten after his 
death until an exhibition held in 
1980 at the Witkin Gallery in New 
York, and later in 1990 at the Roy- 
al Library in Copenhagen for 
which a catalogue was published. 
As the history of photography 
continues to be reconstructed, 
Sekaer’s important influence and 
contribution will be rightfully 
realized.

Victorian common to Andover. The features 
(clapboards, decorative shingles, fieldstone 
foundation, projecting bay windows and 
columned porch) and details (deep moldings 
and brackets) blend two architectural styles 
of high quality yet modest and restrained. 
The overall effect is one of a conservative 
solidly middle class home of the late 19th cen- 
tury that was restored in 1995 by the owners. 


9 HippEN Roap, CRAWFORD House 
Owners: ALDEN AND ELIZABETH FRENCH 
STYLE: CRAFTSMAN BUNGALOW, 1920 

The Craftsman house became the most 
popular and fashionable smaller home in this 
country between 1905 and 1930. The low- 
pitched roof, wide unenclosed overhanging 
eave and full-width porch are its chief charac- 
teristics. The owners restored the prominent 
side chimney, replaced the roof, painted the 
house and rebuilt the porches. After studying 
other houses of the period and with the 
design help of local architect Rob Bramhall, 
they recreated an open and airy front porch. 


75 Park St., FOSTER House 
Owners: CHRISTOPHER AND CHRISTINE BENSLEY 
StyLe: COLONIAL REvivAL, 1890 

The symmetry of this style provides a bal- 
anced arrangement of windows with a large 
entry porch and center door. These very fea- 
tures attracted the current owners who 
restored each of these elements and painted 
the house in period colors and protected it 
with a new roof. Another historic feature is 
the stand pipe in front of the house. This 19th- 
century remnant served as a water hydrant 
to fight fires and to fill water wagons, which 


would spray the dirt roads to keep the dust . 


down. (Remember that Andover streets were 
not paved until well into the 20th century.)

The owners lovingly restored this land- 
mark between 1997 and 1999 by first stabiliz- 
ing its foundation and central chimney then 
using original materials wherever possible. 
Historically a farmstead, it also served as a 
“station” in the 19th-century “underground 
railroad” to freedom under the ownership of 
the Cogswell family. Blacksmith Jonathan 
Holt first lived there in the 18th century when 
this house was known as “the Red House on 
the Reading Road.”

Holy Family Hospital will launch its 
14th annual Sports for Life 5K walk, 5K 
fun run and 25-mile bike ride Sunday, 
May 23, from the hospital entrance at 70 
East St., Methuen. 

About 5,000 people will participate, to 
make sure their family members, 
friends, and neighbors continue to get 
quality cancer diagnosis, treatment and 
care close to home. Last year, Sports for 
Life raised $200,000. 

For the 25-mile bike ride, registration 
begins at 7 a.m., and the start is 8 a.m.; 
for the 5K walk, registration begins at 
7:30 a.m., and the start is 8:30 a.m.; and 
for the 5K fun run, registration begins at 
7:30 a.m., and the start is 8:15 a.m. 

Holy Family Hospital’s Cancer Man- 
agement Center opened in 1992, and 
4,000 people are treated there annually. 
The center houses two linear accelera- 
tors, one of which shrinks deep-seated 
tumors with radiation, and includes the 
Breast Care Center, which coordinates 
and centralizes services of mammogra- 
phy, ultrasound, consultation, surgery 
and treatment. 

The Cancer Management Center is 
one of the few health care facilities in 
New England to offer radium seed 
implantation to treat prostate cancer. 
This non-invasive treatment offers the 
same results as radical surgery and has 
an 85-percent success rate. Holy Fami- 
ly’s radiation oncologists have taught 
the procedure to doctors from other can- 
cer centers. 

Non-profit organizations’ teams that 
raise $500 or more receive back half of 
what they raise (minus expenses).
